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Guest Speaker at the December 17 General Meeting of LE-HI-HO will be 
Paul O'M. Welles, author of the new novel Project Lambda. A Scranton 
native and a Yale graduate, Welles is a veteran of the State Department, 
advertising, newspapers, nine-to-five writing stints, and early on, of the 
Navy. He has lived in France, Greece, and Italy, and now inhabits, with 
assorted fauna, rural New Jersey where he works as Acquisitions Editor for 
the Lambda Book Club. Under the pseudonym Orlando Paris he was, for six 
years, staff book critic for QQ Magazine, and he has contributed articles 
and short stories to a number of magazines. His first book has seen three 
editions, and his poetry has been anthologized. Welles is a member of The 
Elizabethan Club and the Chi Delta Theta Literary Society. About his new 
book critics have said:
